And the clubs will 
not bid against cach 
other in the purchase 
of new players. 

“We are sick and 
tired of being ripped 
off by other elubs and 
players,”’ said City 
secretary John 
Ponturo. 

Firm guidelines on pay- 
ments are expected to 
be finalised within a 
few weeks after 
negotiations which have 
already started. 
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A scale using play- 
ers’ ages plus the 
number of NSL appear- 
ances is under consider- 
ation. 

This two-club to- 
getherness will also 
involve City and Lions 
revealing. to cach other 
which players they in- 
tend bidding for during 
the off season. 

“We won't bid 
against each other and 
players will no longer be 
able to play off one club 
against the other. It 
will be to the benefit 
of both clubs if we honour 
this gentlemen's ag- 
reement,”’ Ponturo 
said. 

The move is a bold at- 
tempt by two neighbour- 
ing clubs to come to grips 
with the escalating 
costs of competing in 
the National League. 

“Wages are a mas 
part of every NS 
club’s budget. Sadly, 
payments have become un- 
realistic in relation 
to the success of the 
competition,”” said 
Brisbane Lions secret- 
ary, Lawrence Oudendyk.

MOVES by the State Federations — believe it or not — could 
be beneficial to the National Soccer League. 


The S.A. Soccer 
Federation have an- 
nounced they will back 
their Victorian coun- 
terparts in a move to 
have restrictions on im- 
ported players lifted. 

S.A Federation 


Peter 
Nikolich, hopes other 
States will back the 


plan when State League 
secretarics mect in 
Sydney on August 29. 
Like the NSL clubs, 
State League teams are 
restricted to two 


imports. 

“We went along with 
the restriction im- 
posed by the Australian 
Soccer Federation to 
encourage the develop- 
ment of homebred play- 
crs, but we think it Is 
now time for a change,” 
said Nikolich. 


“The youngsters who 
could make it should now be 
recogni and we feel 
it is time for new blood, 
experienced players, 
and perhaps players who 


can pull in the crowds at 
national and State 
Level.” 

The move docs not mean 
introducing imports to 
the Australian work- 
force, where employment 
is tight. 

“We want clubs to be 


respor le for the 
players,”* said 
Nikolich.

EDITORIAL 


IN this issue of AUSTRALIAN SOC- 
CER WEEKLY, we carry a story from 
our Adelaide correspondent Tom 
Mekain which we find extremely dis- 
turbing. : 

~icKain reports that at#east two 
States, South Australia and Victoria, 


have moved to get rid of restrictions 
on the import of players. 

The logic behind this strange move 
appears to be that, according to 
S.A.Federation secretary Peter 
Nikolich, “it is now time for a change.” 

Maybe a change is needed, but 
certainly not the change Nikolich 
wants. 

If restrictions on the import of play- 
ers are lifted, it will put Soccer in 
Australia back to the dark ages. 

Indeed the mere suggestion of 


opening the flood gates to foreign 
players is, to put things mildly, 
grotesque. 

Nothing would do more harm to the 
development of young, local, Austra- 
lian talent. 

It must be blatantly clear, even to 
people who do not wish to see, that 
every imported player filling a first 
grade position in a National League or 
State League team, is keeping an 
Australian out of that team. 

Yet we are being urged to go back 
to the bad old days when countless 
talented youngsters quit Soccer in 
disgust because there was no room 
for them in first grade sides. 

Oddly enough, the ‘‘Australian- 
orientated” clubs were among the 
biggest offenders. 

In the early 1970s, Western Sub- 
urbs in Sydney, had some of the finest 
local talent around, young players 
achieving great things in Wests’ first 


x1. 

Then came the mass influx from the 
UK, with seven, eight, or maybe nine 
players being signed:by Wests — with 
most of them guaranteed first grade 
spots. 

Western Suburbs continued to get 
good results, but it was a terribly 
frustrating time for the local players 
who were relegated to the reserve 
team. Several drifted out of the game 
completely disillusioned. 

it restrictions on imports are re- 
moved, as Victoria and S.A. appears 
to want, be sure the Western Suburbs 
story will be repeated. 


It is a fact that during the past three 
or four years, there has been an 
unprecedented number of young Aus- 
tralian players coming to the surface. 


There is, thankfully, a very large 
reservoir of genuine talent in the 17 to 
23 age bracket. That reservoir was not 


created by accident. It is there be- 
cause local players have been given 
their opportunity and have not had 
their development halted by European 
and UK mercenaries grabbing pre- 
cious places in first grade teams. 

Administrators who recommend the 
unrestricted entry of imported players 
are in the same mould as those who, 
believe it ornot, stil'lament Australia’s 
return to FIFA. 

People who stubbornly still insist 
Australia would be better off out of 
FIFA are virtually saying: “Let's be- 
come outlaws so we can steal the best 
players in the world without paying 
transfer fees.” 

Hopefully, the Australian Soccer 
Federation will make a speedy deci- 
sion on proposals to reopen the door 
to player imports. 

That decision must be. . . throw the 
idea into the garbage can where it 
belongs.

ASW: How does your 
club select a Youth 

coach? 

LA MACHHIA: First he 
must possess a solid and 
passionate background in 
the game. Then he must 
have strong junior coach- 
ing ability and must be 
fiercely loyal to the club. 
Also he must be willing to 
involve himself completely 
in the running and the af- 
fairs of the club. 

Actually, very rarely do 
we appoint an outsider to 
any of our Youth League 
positions. I must also men- 
tion, no matter how good a 
coach’s qualifications may 
be, we do not appoint any 
person as either coach or 
manager who has a son or 
relative in any of the four 
sides. 

ASW: Have you ap- 
pointed your Youth 
League coaches for 
1985? 

LA MACHHIA: No, but 
our four appointed Youth 
League coaches will be in 
attendance for our trials in 
October. But I really can’t 
see ‘many change within 
our coaching ranks as all 
our coaches rotate from 
year to year. 

ASW: In reference to 
your trials, in the past

LA MACHHIA: We 
strongly believe when con- 
ducting trials that our four 
Youth League coaches 
select the 16 players as a 
block for each squad.

ASW: What is the

LA MACHHIA: Today's 
society unfortunately 
breeds a_win-at-all-costs 
attitude. However, our club 
cannot change that type of 
attitude. But we instil into 
our players that they must 
at all times develop their 
character and game so as 
to place them into a situa- 
tion where they can break 
through into the club’s 
senior teams. 

ASW: Where do most 
of your Youth League 
players come from? 

LA MACHHIA: A large 
proportion of them come 
throught the club’s junior 
ranks, some of them hav- 


ing played for the club for 
up to eight seasons. 

A number of adminis- 
trators in the game tend to 
think that Australian-born 
boys of Italian origin go to 
APIA. I would like to state 
publicly that we are only 
interested in a player’s abil- 
ity. This is fact and not 
fiction, as our present-day 
Youth League squads con- 
tain an array of all 
nationalities. Our main aim 
is to support and promote 
junior Soccer in Australia. 

ASW: Have any of 
your players been 
selected in any of the 
NSW State squads? 

LA MACHHIA: Yes, we 
were proud and honoured 
to have had five players

Tony added that the advent of the Youth Leaguc 
has seen at least every major club in this 
State containing no less than six former Youth 
League players in their senior teams. 


“Other outstanding players have come through 
our ranks, but they are all now retired,” Tony 
said. 

We are also pleascd that within three 
years our National League side will virtually 
contain solely players that played for our club 
in the Youth League.” 

“The days of our club buying expensive imports 
are now virtually over.”
